When Cooking Fish—The smell 
of fish ofter, linger: in a pan in 
which it has been cooked and is 
very disagreeable.

or, better, to boil a minute or two 
before washing, the odor will quick­ 
ly disappear.

When Cooking Fish—The smell 


of fish ofter, lingers in a pan in 
which it has been cooked and is 
very disagreeable.
